after the semicolon insert the following new subdivision:

"(4) Qualified postsecondary educational institution

means a postsecondary educational institution located in Nebraska

which has agreed, on a form developed and provided by the

commission, to comply with the requirements of the act;"; in

line 19 strike "(4)" and insert "(5)" and after "student" insert

"residing in Nebraska and"; in 1lines 23 and 24 strike '"who"

through "a" and insert "for courses to be taken for credit from

a qualified"; and in 1line 26 after "student" insert "who is

applying to take one or more courses for credit from a qualified

postsecondary educational institution".

2. On page 5, 1line 19, strike "fees" and insert

"mandatory fees to be accrued by the student"; and in 1line 20

after "or" insert "qualified".

3. On page 6, strike line 1 and insert "lesser of tuition

and mandatory fees accrued by the student after any discounts

applicable to such student from the qualified postsecondary"; in

line 2 after "institution" insert "or the tuition and mandatory

fees that would have been accrued by the student for the same

number of credit hours if the student were taking the course as

a full-time, resident, undergraduate student from the University
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of Nebraska-Lincoln"; in line 3 after "the" insert "qualified"; in
line 4 before "fees" insert "mandatory"; after line 9 insert the

following new subsection:

"(5) For any student receiving a scholarship pursuant

to the act for tuition and fees, the qualified postsecondary

educational institution receiving the payment shall report either

the student’s grade for the course or the student’s failure to

complete the course to the commission within thirty days after

the end of the course or within one hundred eighty days after

receipt of a payment pursuant to the act if the course for which

the scholarship was awarded does not have a specified ending

date. The commission shall keep the identity of students receiving

scholarships confidential, except as necessary to comply with the

requirements of the act."; in line 14 strike "and" and insert an

underscored comma; and in line 15 after "recipients" insert ", and

information regarding the success of scholarship recipients in the

courses for which the scholarships were awarded".
